He hoped that by 
iaking a rest he would regain his healtb 
entirely. 

Mr. Hoxie, in company with his wife, 
00k a trip to Montreal, August 25th. From 
there they went to Quebec and the White 
Mountains. He came to New York Sep- 
xember 10th, and took apartments tm the 
Broadway flats, iu the Metropolitan Opera 
House Block. He became ill. His pbvsi- 
ens, Drs. Metcalfe and Ward, were 
salled. He was still weak from the effects 
of the operation. Any excitement was 
leleterious. He failed rapidly, but suf- 
‘ered Jiitle, and had hopes that he would 
oe able soon to attend a meeting’ of the 
nanegers of the Southwestern system. 

Mrs. Hoxie and Capt. Hayes were with 
aim continually.

A LAND-MARK GONE.

Built in 1660 and Destroyed by Fire After 
Over Two Centuries. 

The oldest dwelling house in Vir- 
ginia, if not the oldest in the United 
States, was destroyed by fire a short 
time ago. This residence was on the 
Potomac river, in Westmoreland Coun- 
| ty, Va., about ninety miles southeast 
of Washington. It was built in 1660 
by Henry Corbin, who settled in the 
parish of Strathon Major about 1650, 
on a tract of land obtained by one 
Nicholas Jarnen from Charles IT., Oe- 
tober 18, 1650. The name of Peckatone 
was given the grant. and 700,000 brick 
were imported from England to build 
| the structure that was devoured by the 
flames two hundred and twenty-six 
years later. The walls of this building 
at the foundation were three feet in 
thickness and the timber used in its 
construction was of hewn oak. It was 
apparently as solid on the day that it 
was destroyed as when first built and 
its walls are now standing intact. The 
| first English settlement in Virginia 
| was at Jamestown and the settlement
